Jones is re-elected mayor of Toledo 
by a vote 2,000 larger than the com- 
bined vote of his opponents, Charles 
E. Russell, republican, and Captain 
P. H. Dowling, democrat, 
Tbo 


vote was the largest over brought 
out, exceeding by 200 the high 
mark of 26,000 registered in the 
presidential election of 1890. Mayor 
Jones drew from all classes and 
not from the 
laboring element 


alone, as was anticipated. 
Ho was 


elected by republicans two years 
ago with a e-mail majority. 
Ho 


wanted renomination, but was de- 
feated in the ropubii sun convention 
by a few votes. 
He immediately 


announced hia candidacy on an in- 
dependent ticket, with a platform 
of municipal ownership and 
an 


eight-hour day. 
The vote shows 


that business men also rallied to his 
standard. 
Mr. Jones claimed that 


"Hannaiam" did not enter into the 
fight, although all tho local Hanna 
republicans were opposed to him, 
while Foraker republicans were his 
hardest workers during the last few 
days of his campaign. 
Democrats 


and republicans practically com- 
bined to encompass his defeat. 


Mr. Jones is a good churchman, j 


eminent. 
Almost the entire re- 


publican ticket, with the exception 
ofilshead, was elected by a heavy 
majority. 


Mayor MoKisson has made tho 


following signed statement concern- 
ing his defeat: 


"The Hanna bolters and corpora- 


lion influences through lavish use of 
money elected Farley and defeated 
the head of the republican ticket 
yesterday. That is all I care to say 
at present; 


"RoliEKT E. McKlSSON/' 


Mayor elect Farley, in an inter- 


view, said: 


' 'My election simply means that 


the people of Cleveland want hon- 
«t government; that they are tired 
of McKissonism, and are opposed to 
pillage and blackmail." 


Congressman Burton, who sup- 


ported McKisson, said: 


'•The defeat of Mr McKisson can 


be attributed to a factional fight in 
our party. 
O£ course the charges 


of corruption had much to do with 
it, but after all factionalism did the 
work." 


"What is the cause of the faction- 


alism-'" was asked. 


"Oh, there can bo but one answer 


and that is the Columbus episode of 
a year ago. Mr. McKisson made 
the mistake of his life in trying to 
thwart the will of his party."

In personal habits hn is a teetotaler 
so far as liquors aro concerned. He 
won his first election with the c.om- 
hlned help of the religious element 
and the working peoplo. 
Ho tele- 


graphed Washington Gladden that 
he hod won in ppite of the devil and 
liOO saloonkeepers. 
When he went 


into ol'ilce, however, ho oonc.arned 
himself little with saloons, gambling 
places or disorderly resorts. He de- 
voted himself with energy to the 
economic problems of city govern- 
ment, Ho ia opposed to the grant- 
ing of franchises, and ins-ista instead 
that the city itself should own, and 
where possible, operate the public 
utilities, 
Whore he could do so he 


snbstitated direct employment of 
labor for the contract system on 
public work, With his own money 
he bought land for a park in a 
workingmen's district and gave to it 
the name Golden Rule park. 


As a result of his two years in 


office Mayor Jones grow in popu- 
larity with the working people, but 
he lost the support of the church 
element. Because they wero not 
seriously disturbed during his ad- 
ministration, nor yet subjected to 
blackmail for the privilege of run- 
ning wide open, the saloonkeepers 
and other elements that object to 
the rigid enforcement of all laws 
became enthusiastic supporters of 
Jones, 


It was the Hanna machine in To- 


ledo that accomplished the over- 
throw of Jones in convention and 
that nominated in his stead a candi- 
date more acceptable to the traction 
and lighting interests. 


Unlike many of his follow reform- 


ers Mr. Jones expreasea/io antipathy 
to trusts. He believes in trusts, he 
says, hut he wants them controlled j 
in the interest of the people, This 
means, of course, that he is a social- 
ist. Mr. Jonea has no hesitancy in 
using tho words socialist and social- 
ism with reference to himself and 
many of tho things he desires to see 
accomplished. 


The official count has not been 


made, but unofficial returns show 
that in the total vote of 
'Jfi.OOO 


Mayor Jones received 17,000. 
He 


has declared himself, in an inter- 
view today, in favor of municipal 
ownership of all public utilities and 
a shorter work-day for laboring 
men.

the text of the United States Philip- 
pine commissioner's proclamation, 
issued today: 


The commission desires to assure 


the people of the Philippine Islands 
of tho cordial good will and frater- 
nal feeling which is entertained for 
thorn by the president of the United 
States and by the American people. 


The aim and object of the Ameri- 


can government, apart f rara the ful- 
fillment nf tho solemn obligations it 
ban assumed toward the i'ii-mity of 
nations l>3 
r its acceptance of sover- 


eignty over the. 1'hilippine Islands 


LH tho well Iwing, prosperity and 
hftppinows of the Philippine people 
and thoir elevation find advanoe- 
ment in a position among tlio most 
oivili'/Mpc-iopla of tho world. 


Tho president believes that this 


felicity and perfection of the Phil- 
ippine people is to ba brought about 
by tho assurance of peace and or- 
der, by tho guarantee of civil and 
religious liberty, by the establish- 
ment of justice, by tho cultivation 
of letters, science and the liberal 
and practical arts, by the enlarge- 
ment of intercourse v/ith foreign 
nations, by expansion of industrial 
pursuit?, by trade and commerce, 
by multiplication and improvement 
of the means of internal communi- 
cation, by development, with iho 
aid o£ modern mechanical inven 
MODS, of the great natural resources 
of f-he archipelago, and in a word, 
by tho uninterrupted devotion of 
the people to the pursuit of useful 
objects and the realisation of those 
noble ideas which constitute the 
higher civilisation of mankind. 


Unfortunately, those pure aims 


and purposes of the American gov 
ernment and people have been mis 
interpreted to some of the inhabi 
tants of certain islands, and as a 
consequence the friendly American 
forces have, without provocation or 
cause, haen openly attacked. 


And why these hostilities ? What 


do the host Filipinos desire'? 
Can 


it be more than the United fcstatos is 
ready to givo? 
They are patriots 


and want liberty. 


In tho meantime the attention of 


the) paopio of tho Philippines is in- 
vited to certain regulative princi- 
ples by which the United States will 
be guided in its relations with them, 


Those are deemed to be the points 


of cardinal importance: 


1, The supremacy of the United 


States must and will ba enforced 
throughout every part of tho archi- 
pelago and those who resist it can 
accomplish no end other than their 
own rain. 


2, To the Philippine peoplo will 


be granted the most ample liberty 
and self-government reooiioiliabla 
with the maintenance) of a wise, 
just, stable, effective and economic- 
al administration of public aft'fiirf! 
and compatible with the sovereign 
and International rights and the ob- 
ligations of tho United States. 


;',, 
The civil righto of tlio Philip- 


pine people will bo guaranteed nvd 
protected to the fullest extent; re- 
ligiouH froadoin will bo assured, 
and all pornona phall ba equal and 
have exual standing in tho oyea of 
tho law. 


4. Honor, juF-tlco and friendship 


forbid tho uso of the Philippine peo- 
plo or the islands to inhabitants as 
n object or means of exploitation, 
The purpose of tho American gov- 
jrnmont is the wellfaro and tho ad- 
vancement of tho Philippine people 


5. Thero shall be guaranteed to 


the Philippine people an honest and 
effective civil service in which, to 
the fullest extent to which it is 
iractioal, natives shall bo employed. 


G. The collection and application 


of all taxoa and other revenues will 
bo placed upon a sound, economical 
basis and tho public fund?, raised 
justly and collected honestly, will 
bo applied only to defray the regular 
and proper expenses incurred by and 
for the establishment and mainten- 
ance of the Philippine government 
and 
such general improvements 


aa the public interests may de- 
mand. 
Local funds collected will 


be used for local purposes and not 
to be devoted to other ends. 
With 


each prudent and honest fiscal ad- 


ministration it is.belioved thnt the 
needs of tho government will, in a 
short time, become compatible with 
a considerable reduction in taxa- 
tion, 


7, A pure, a spaedy and effective 


administration of justice will be es- 
tablished, whereby may be eradi- 
cated the evils arising from, delay, 
corruption and exploitation, 


8. The construction of roads, 


railroads and Mmilnr means of com- 
munication and transportation and 
of other public works, manifestly 
to the advantage of tho Philippine 
people, will be promoted. 


8, Domestic and foreign trade 


and commerce, 
agriculture and 


other industrial pursuits tending' 
oward the general development of 
,he country, in tho interests of the 
inhabitants, shall be objects of con- 
stant solicitude and fostering care. 


10. Effective provision will bo 


nade for the establishment of ele- 
iionc&ry schools, in which tho ohil- 
Iren of the people may ba educated, 
md appropriate facilities will be 
provided for a higher education. 


.11. Reforms ia all departments 


of the government, all branches of 
the public service and all corpora- 
tions closely touching the common 
ife of tho people will bo under- 
taken without delay and effected in 
conformity with right and juntice 
in a way to satisfy the well founded 
demands and the highest sentiments 
and aspirations of the pooplo. 


Such is tho spirit in which the, 


United Stater, cornea to the peoplo 


the islands and the president has 


instructed tbe oommwsion to mtike 
those publicly known. 


In obeying his bubest, iho com- 


missioners dot-ire to join the presi- 
dent iu expressing tbeir good will 
toward the Philippine people and to 
extend loading representative men 
an- invitation to metit them for the 
purpose of personal acquaintance 
and tho exchange of views and opin- 
ion-i.

It virtually declares 
that no pensioner shall marry, under 
penalty of leaving his wife, upon his 
decease, destitute, his pension dying 
with him.
